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THE  SMILE  OF  THE  VIRGIN 

Twilight  was  inundating  the  studio 
with  an  opalescent  brightness.  Ancient 
armours;  books  in  disorder;  a  multi- 
tude of  artistic  knackery,  among  which 
one  could  discern  Patmos  vases  and 
Tanagra  figurines  grotesquely  mingled 
with  statues  of  Corinthian  bronze  and 
mutilated  creations  of  Sevres;  in  fact 
that  pelemele  of  art  which  proclaims 
their  owner  the  spiritualistic  Bohemian. 
Night  is  fast  descending.  In  front  of 
a  canvas  of  large  dimensions,  the  own- 
er is  working  diligently. 

Luis  de  Miranda,  our  artist,  was  an 
original  character.  Although  a  son  of 
the  famous  Dr.  Miranda  (so  much 
known  and  admired  in  the  scientific 
world),  he  was,  by  a  caprice  of  the  aw- 
ful arcanum  of  the  world  beyond,  the 
absolute  antithesis  of  his  father.  His 
slender  figure  contrasted  notably  with 
the  gigantic  and  roughly-hewn  frame 
of  his  father.  His  eyes,  of  an  intense 
blue,  glimmered  dreamily,  reflecting  in 
their  depths  the  mirage  of  hope.  In 
the  eyes  of  the  scientist  shone  the  black 
ness  which  reflected  the  eternal,  the 
terrible  scepticism  of  positive  philoso- 
phy. The  powerful  intellect  of  the 
father  had  become  exquisite  sensibility 
in  the  son.  Those  eyes  of  the  savant, 
scrutinizing  and  analyzing  always,  had 
been  succeded  by  others  which  felt  the  * 


caress  of  the  line,  the  harmony  of  col- 
or. One  was  the  doctor,  the  other  the 
painter. 

Dr.  Miranda  had  wished  his  son  to 
follow  him  in  his  career,  but  Luis,  a 
mystic  by  nature,  felt  a  horror  for 
science.  His  father  had  not  insisted, 
but  he  alone  knew  the  pain  which  his 
son's   refusal   caused   him. 

Luis  early  years  were  spent  in  travel. 
His  eyes  gazed  with  enthusiasm  at  the 
marvel  at  the  Cote-Bleu,  at  the  picture- 
esqueness  of  Cornisa,  pullulating  with 
palaces  with  which  English  financeers 
romantized  their  vulgarity  evoking 
the  classicism  of  the  Latin  Sea.  Then 
he  visited  Italy.  In  Florence  he  be- 
came extatic  at  the  splendities  of  the 
loggies  and  at  the  artistic  ostentation 
of  the  Pitti.  In  Venice  he  became  a 
gondolier,  made  poems,  and  dreamed, 
looking  at  the  hazy  beauty  of  the  Sea 
Queen.  Milan  saw  him  converted  into 
a  prince  of  Renaissance.  Naples  into 
a  poetic  fisherman.  And  Rome,  a 
Christian  of  the  Catacombs.  But  every 
where  he  preserved  his  pure  nature  of 
fantastic  and  fanatic  artist. 

Those  travels  caused  an  effervescen- 
ce of  artistic  fever  in  his  soul.  He 
wanted  to  paint  a  picture  of  the  Virgin 
as  it  had  never  been  conceived.  He 
had  seen  thousands  of  efforts  of  the 
Christian  painters  in  that  direction,  but 
he  had  a  more  grandiose  dream.      The

masterpiece  of  Murillo  was  admirable; 
but  expressionless,  without  life.  The 
Madonnas  of  Raphael  were  pretty 
stamps  without  soul.  The  Flemmish 
School  he  abhorred.  DaVinci,  Gioto, 
Giogorgiano,   all  left  him  unsatisfied. 

He  wanted  something  more  ideal. 
An  orphan  since  very  early  childhood, 
his  eagerness  had  been  concentrated 
in  his  love  for  an  ideal  Mother.  He 
wanted  not  ouly  the  image  of  Virgin 
Mary;  he  wanted  al|so  the  symbol  of 
Motherhood,  the  perfect  mother  in  all 
the  delicate  conception  of  the  word. 

So  we  find  him  working  assiduously 
in  his  studio.  At  his  genial  evocation, 
each  trait  appears  on  the  canvas.  It 
is  a  simple  and  admirable  picture.  Her 
body  is  covered  with  the  gray  bodice 
and  blue  tunic  of  the  daughter  of  Judea. 
The  black  hair  with  bluish  reflections, 
defies  the  classical  Flemish  conception 
of  blonde  virgins  among  the  black  hair- 
ed race  of  David.  Her  eyes  are  gentle, 
with  suavities  of  pardon.  Her  mouth-- 
O,  but  her  mouth  is  not  finished! 

Luis  is  struggling  to  stereotypize 
the  sweet  and  charming  smile,  Arith 
effluvia  of  praying,  which  ought  to  de- 
light the  faithful,  and  which  would 
make  the  atheist  doubt,  perhaps  mak- 
ing him  remember  in  his  soul  a  kiss  of 
his  own  mother.  He  wants  to  express 
all  the  happiness  which  we  felt  as 
children  in  the  laps  of  our  mothers. 
But  the  smile  refuses  to  play  on  the  lips 
of  the  Virgin.  His  struggle  is  tremend- 
ous, and  the  brushes  vibrate  nervously 
to  create  in  that  mouth  the  extacies  of 
love  with  a  perfume  of  saintly  beauty. 

The  intensity  of  the  work  has  not  per 
mitted  the  artist  to  notice  what  hap- 
pens around  him.      A  vilolent   conflag- 


ration has  broken  out  in  the  house.  In 
the  street  the  turmoil  is  enormous.  The 
mad  populace,  fire-engines,  firemen, 
turbulence  infinite.  Luis  hears  nothing. 
He  paints  and  paints  feverishly.  The 
house  has  been  abandoned  by  every- 
one,  but  by  a  lamentable  error  nobody 
knows  that  Luis  is  in  his  studio.  And 
the  fire,  crawling,  demolishing,  has  al- 
ready its  terrible  fangs  on  the  stair- 
case. 

No  possible  escape! 

Luis,  ignorant  of  the  danger,  resem- 
bles one  of  God's  elected.  At  last  the 
smile  is  appearing!  The  lips  seem  to 
open  with  candour,  at  the  impulse  of 
divine  kindness.  But  too  late!  An  ex- 
plosion,— the  studio  door  falls,  and  a 
column  of  smoke  and  fire  enters,  aw- 
ful and  enfolding. 

Luis,  half-asphyxiated,  paints  and 
paints  with  a  gesture  of  triumph.  But 
the  air  is  unbreathable.  He  utters  a 
groan,  and,  without  surrendering  the 
brush,  falls  lifeless. 

The  picture,  with  the  smile  already 
on  the  lips  of  Mary,  is  soon  devoured 
by  the  angry  flames. 

He  wanted  to  give  the  image  the 
breath  of  heavenly  enchantment,  and 
Providence  would  not  permit  it.  Poor 
Luis!  Who  moved  the  fire  which  kill- 
ed you  and  your  work?  It  was  no  mere 
chance.  The  smile  of  the  Virgin  ought 
not  to  be  known  to  human  beings. 
What  is  the  purpose  of  Heaven  if  we 
are  going  to  enjoy  all  of  its  delights  in 
this  world?  The  smile  of  the  Virgin, 
that  ideal  of  beauty,  is  known  only  in 
Heaven,  in  the  hearts  of  poets,  and  in 
the  overfeverished  imagination  of  art- 
ists.

SCHOOL  NOTES 


Dr.    Ingham 

On  Dr  Ingham's  birthday,  January 
the  eleventh,  we  endeavored  to  show 
our  esteem  for  our  headmaster  by  pre- 
senting him  a  leather  traveling  bag. 
Lufkin  did  the  honors  of  the  occason, 
and  the  orchestra  played  two  Yale 
songs.  To  really  value  Dr.  Ingham's 
successful  endeavors  to  advance  this 
school  is  to  know  that  he  has  promoted 
Dummer  from  a  school  of  a  dozen 
boarding  boys  when  he  came  here  to 
one  of  seventy  and  a  waiting  list. 

It  may  be  interesting  at  this  time  to 
learn  some  of  the  facts  concerning  our 
headmasters  life.  He  was  born  in  Say- 
brook,  Connecticut,  in  1867.  Went  to 
Yale  and  received  an  A.  B.  in  1891,  and 
then  took  a  post  graduate  course  from 
'93-94,  receiving  a  Ph.  D.  in  1896.  He 
then  went  to  Europe  and  stayed  there 
two  years.  On  his  return  from  Europe 
he  taught  at  Dr.  Holbrook's  School, 
Ossining,  N.  Y.,  then  as  an  instructor 
at  Yale  College  and  Sheffield  Scientific 
School  from  1896-1900.  Later  he  be- 
came house  master  of  the  Washington 
School  for  boys  from  1900-1905,  then 
the  principal  of  Marston's  University 
School,  Baltimore,  from  1905-1907,  and 
from  1907  has  been  head-master  here 
at  Dummer. 

Our  small  gift  at  this  time  is  but  a 
poor   measure    of   our    true   feeling   for 


Dr.  Ingham.  If  we  could  quote  app- 
ropriate Latin  phrases,  we  should  do 
so,  but  confessing  our  inability,  we  say 
simply  "He's  the  Doctor,"  and  in  those 
three  words  combine  a  score  of  eulogis- 
tic adjectives. 

ENGAGEMENTS 
We  had  scarcely  recovered  from  the 
profound  excitement  caused  by  the  an- 
nouncment  of  the  engagement  of  our 
"K"  to  Stewart  Brush  '  1  6,  when  we 
learned  of  the  engagement  of  Miss  E. 
Agnes  Wallace  of  Newton  Centre,  to 
Mr.  Lacroix.  The  solid  geometry  class 
has  been  expectantly  awaiting  a  holi- 
day in  honor  of  the  event.  We  all 
join  in  wishes  for  happiness  for  long 
lives  and  abundant  happiness  for  both 
brides-to-be  and  both  grooms-to-be. 

MASTER'S  ORAL  THEMES. 

I.    Heredity. 

On  January  1  7  Mr  Hebberd  gave  the 
first  of  a  number  of  faculty  themes 
which  are  to  be  continued  regularly  on 
Saturdays.  His  subject  was  Heredity, 
and  he  explained  a  few  of  its  funda- 
mental laws  by  useing  some  of  the  fell- 
ows as  examples.  Then  he  tolo!  us  of 
his  work  in  breeding  guinea  pigs,  mice 
and  rabbits  to  learn  and  formulate  some 
laws.  These  laws  were  then  proven 
to  be  true  for  human  beings  as  well  by 
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looking  up  the  relatives  and  ancestors 
of  people  in  institutions  for  insanity,  de- 
formity and  feeblemindedness.  In 
closing  he  gave  us  a  brief  history  of  the 
first  men  to  experiment  in  this  line  of 
study. 

Geneva. 

The  week  following,  Mr.  Lacroix 
spoke  to  us  on  the  suitability  of  Geneva 
as  the  seat  of  the  League  of  Nations. 
He  first  gave  us  its  history,  from  the 
time  of  the  Romans,  and  then  its  com- 
mercial and  educational  importance. 
Of  the  latter  he  told  how  Calvin  had 
come  to  Geneva,  started  and  success- 
fully carried  on  educational  reform,  and 
finally  made  it  a  universaty  city  of 
great  fame.  Then  pointing  out  its  geo- 
graphic position,  showed  how  this  fact 
had  caused  Switzerland  to  be  officially 
a  neutral  country  and  as  such  the  seat 
of  many  international  organizations 
such  as  the  postal  and  telegraph  unions, 
and  the  Red  Cross  society. 


War  Inventions 

Oral  theme  number  three,  by  Mr. 
Farrell  was  on  the  subject  of  inventions 
which  came  to  late  to  be  used  in  the 
war.  The  main  theme  was  Lewisite,  a 
deadly  poisonous  gas,  amber  in  color, 
oily  in  appearance  when  liquidfied,  with 
an  odor  of  geranium  blossoms,  and  a 
strength  seventy  times  greater  than  that 
of  any  gas  used  in  the  war.  In  fact  it 
was  so  deadly  and  penetrating  that  the 
smallest  imaginable  portion  would 
cause  death  within  an  hour  after  com- 
ing in  contact  with  any  part  of  the  body 
At  present  only  one  or  two  samples  and 
the  formula  are  left  of  a  factory  and 
over  one  hundred  and  fifty  tons  of  the 
deadly  weapon  which  could  have  wiped 
out  the  entire  German  army.  The  two 
other  inventions  spoken  about  were  a 
duo-pendulum  and  gyroscopically  con- 
trolled self  running  aeroplane  and  a 
baloon  filled  with  the  non-combustable 
gas,  helium,  which  were  to  be  used  to 
carry  the  Lewisite  into  the  enemy's 
country.
